The FRENCH WAR INDEMNITY Put RINO IS—T 


DISPOSITION’ THAT IM MADE OF IT. 


Tho French w ar indemnity tiffing the largff-t 
Maut et cr |kiid tty tine country to another in mo 
short a time, it will lie Intercut Im; to te tra tin 
use made of it by tin* recipients. 
A Govern 
dkmit bill ju st subm itted to tile House, aud 
accom panied by an explicit memorandum, 
contains itll the details upon this weighty -ab­ 
ject. 
From t!:e docum ents com m unicated, tv 
gath er that lire Lux ai-liv e milliards alo but 
a iKirtion of tile total exacted or to lie ex acta 
from tile vanquished. 
Iii addition to this sum, 
which is calculated at I,333,300,000 thalers, 
there is Hie iii teres, ujtoii the outstanding iii 
MallmenH, which, up lo the 1st of March, 
1872, am ounted to I vi,<i ami in, or lo,od unto 
thalers. 
There is also lib* I’,iris cont libation 
of 2 X 0 o.boof. or 5.1,MO,OOO thalers; and 
another heavy item of 11,6-7,901 thalers, 
lieing the proceeds of the tributes levied in 
the various departm ents, minus certain sums 
disbursed for m ilitary expenses during the 
cam paign. 
A iding up these several figures, 
we find a grand total of I, I ti, t'7,961 thaler 
which, however, docs not include the 5 pm* 
cent, interest to Im* paid on the three outstand 
iii" milliards from March 2, 1*72, to March 2 
1874, or w hatever other date may lie fixed 
iipoti by sjx'cial agreem ent. 
Of this golden 
stream (xm iing into the G erm an exchequer, a 
nice little rivulet, lies, however, found its way 
back to France. 
A* arranged in the Treaty 
of Peace, M. Thiers has had returned to him 
the sum of 315,000,0001. or 86,666,000 thalers, 
the price of the A lsace-Lorraine railw ays. Tin 
lirst disbursem ent m ade iii Germ any was 36,- 
700,000 thalers, to indemnify co risn ation* and 
private person? for dam ages sustained by the 
operations of the contending forces. 
Nearly 
the whole of this sum has been bestowed u|h»u 
the annexed provinces. 
0,O JO,coo thalers was 
pal*I to shipow ners and crews to m ake up for 
the losses occasioned by the Germ an m ercan­ 
tile flag licing unable to show itself during tin 
war. 
Hie G erm ans expelled from France re­ 
ceived 2,IKM),OOO thalers; the families of land- 
w ehr men, in addition to the municipal alms 
were assisted by the .State to the am ount of 
4,000,000 thalers, 
as m uch being divided 
am ong the generals who distinguished them ­ 
selves most in the w ar; 40,000.000 thalers was 
aet ap o rt to serve as a reserve fund against 
the next cam paign, the Prussian reserve fund 
of 30,000,000 thalers being in consequence en­ 
tirely done away with. 
No less than 11,110,- 
OOi) thalers was devoted to the Increase of rol­ 
ling stock in the aunt*xe<l provinces—a sum 
which would not have Ireffii hall us large were 
not the Alsace-Lorraine railways consider* ii 
as strategical lines, and accordingly provided 
with an unusual num ber of carriages. 
Tile 
energetic use the Freud) m ade of their own 
railways in the latter half of the war, when 
whole divisions were whirled at once to the 
sam e point, seems to have rendered it advis­ 
able to prepare for sim ilar exploits in the b ir­ 
der provinces. 
The pensions paid to officers 
and soldiers aud their widows already am ount 
to 14,000,000 thalers; 19,792,719 tinders has 
been handed over to the custooi-boiise authori­ 
ties, the some am ount of de|K>sits b u n g with­ 
draw n by m erchants during tho w ar; ami 
9.492.000 thalers bas beeu placed la the ex­ 
change of the Em pire to serve us a perm anent 
fund, and m ake Governm ent mon* iiuleireucl- 
ent of the punctual incom ing of the revenue. 
These several sum s already dis|ioscd of under 
the Treaty of Peace or tty special law s enacted 
in the last eighteen mouths together am ount 
to 234,800,060 thalers. 
The bill just intro­ 
duced assigns the rem ainder of the in I*am ity 
to diflerent State purpose*. 
In the tlrst place 
39,250,950 thalers is allotted to the completion 
Of fortresses and the erection of m ilitary build 
lag s la Alsace-Lorraine. 
Of this sum 15,817,- 
328 thalers is to be expeudini in the current 
year. 
The second clause of Hie bill likew ise 
refers to tho army, and threatens to be ail the 
heavier, as it contains no figures, but merely 
em powers the G overnm ent to spend, or in 
some instances refund, to the individual State's 
the money required for t..o objects put down 
in the bill. 
These objects are the arm am ent 
and disarmament of the fortresses, and the 
extra expense incurred for siege material dur­ 
ing the war, tile extra war expenses of Hie 
navy uad coast service, inclusive of a sum of 
1.375.000 thalers for the purchasing aud fitting 
up an artillery ground for testing the new long- 
range cannon; the cost of the railways and 
telegraphs constructed and worked during the 
cam paign for m ilitary purposes; the cost of 
•M I adm inistration in France where not de­ 
frayed out of the taxos and contributions 
levied in the occupied territory; the cost of the 
Im perial headquarters and the m ilitary opera­ 
tions from duly I,1*71, to the end of Ute war j J 


and, lastly the pensions and other casual 
reliefs to bo aw arded to invalids and their 
relicts under the act of June 27, 1871. 
The 
several sum s contained iii this clause arc to 
be fixed by the Federal Council, subject to the 
control of the A udit Court. 
Clause 4 (which 
in logical order ought to be 3) places 3,500,- 
0C0 thalers at the disposal of the Im perial 
Governm ent for enlarging the central institu­ 
tions of the army, such as the -tat!' office, the 
artillery and engineering schools, 
the wi r 
academy, the cadet house, 
Ac. 
A fter all 
these deductions, that which is left in the 
hands of tho Government is to lie distributed 
am ong tho States according to a liberal stand 
ani, which confers an overplus of somethin? 
like 14,100.000 thalers on the South at the 
expense of the w ealthier North. Three-fourths 
of the sum to lie thus distributed will be di­ 
vided in proportion to the num ber of men 
equip;**! for tile war by cad i local govern­ 
m ent; but the rem aining fourth is to be fixed 
according to the m anlier of inhabitants in the 
various States, an arrangem ent giving a bonus 
to the South, tho arm ies of which did not 
come up to the percentage obtained in the 
North, as will be seen from the following 
figures:

tributed >30,000,000 inhabitant*) 107,079,125 
parts; B avaria (5,000,000 Inhabitants), 14,-
